W HEEEAS the Ordinances mentioned in the 
Schedule are temporary in their duration and

1861, are limited to expire within the period of six 
months from their j)romulgation ; and, 

Whereas owing to the state of war existing 
between His Majesty the King Emperor and certain 
foreign Powers it is expedient to provide for the 
continuance as in this Act mentioned of the provi- 
sions contained in those Ordinances, it is hereby 
enacted as follows : — 

1 . This Act may be called the Emergency Legis- Sbort title, 
lation Continuance Act, 1915.

Akb whereas the said Sir Sassoon Jacob David 
is desirous of settling in perpetuity the said securities 
on himself and the heirs male of his body who may 
succeed to the said Baronetcy so as to support the 
dignity of the title conferred on him and them as 
aforesaid upon the trusts and for the purposes here- 
inafter declared, concerning tiie same. 

And whereas the said Sir Sassoon Jacob David 
is desirous that the Accountant-General of Bombay,

of the aggregate nominal value of Rupees Thirty Lacs 
and producing an annual income of about Rupees 
One J.ao and Twenty Thousand, shall be assigned 
and transferred into the name of the Corporation, 
who shall hold the same upon the trust and for the 
purposes hereinafter expressed concerning the same, 

( that is to say ) upon trust to continue to hold the 
said securities until such time as the same shall be 
discharged by the Municipal Corporation of the City 
of Bombay or the Trustees for the Improvement of 
the City of Bombay, as the case may be, or shall be 
sold by the Corporation at the request in writing 
of the person who shall for the time being be in the 
enjoyment of the income of the said securities, and 
on such discharge or sale to invest the sum to be 
received on such occasion with all convenient 
despatch in or upon any stocks, funds or secimties

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by, tlie Government of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland or the Government of 
India, and in like manner, as often as the same shall 
become necessary, to alter, vary and change at the 
like request the stocks, funds and securities for others 
of the same or like nature and which stocks, funds,

W HEREAS it is expedient to amend the Foreign- 
ers Act, 1864 ; It is hereby enacted as 
folloTTs : — 

1 . This Act may be called the Foreigners siiort title. 
(Amendraent)lAct, 1915, 

2 , In section 1 of tbe Foreigners Act, 1864, for Amendment 
the words " not being either a natural horn subject of 
Her Majesty within the meaning of the Statute 8 and isei. 

4 William IV, Chapter 85, section 81, or a natiye of 
British India ” the following words shall be substi- 
tuted, namely : — 

" («.) wRo is not a natural born British subject 
as defined in sub-sections (1) and {2) of 
section 1 of the British Nationality and 
Status of Aliens Act, 1914, or 

(5) who has not been granted a certificate of 
naturalisation as a British subject under 
any law for the time being in force in 
British India : 

Provided that any British subject who, under 
any law for the time being in force in British India, 
ceases to be a British subject, shall thereupon be 
deemed to he a foreigner.”

{4) When a foreigner for whose apprehension a 
warrant has been issued under sub-section {!) is 
produced or appears before the officer issuing such 
warrant, such officer may direct him to be detained 
in custody pending the orders of the Local Govern- 
ment, or may release him on his executing a bond 
with or without sureties to appear at a specified 
jfiace and time and thereafter if and when required 
until such orders are obtained. 

(5) Any officer Avho has, in accordance with the 
provisions of sub-section (4), ordered a foreigner to 
be detained or released on his executing a bond shall 
forthwith report the fact to the Local Government. 
On the receipt of a report under this sub-section the 
Local GoA^ernment shall without delay either direct 
that the foreigner be discharged or make an order 
for the removal of such foreigner in accordance with 
the provisions of section 3.”

An Act to provide for special measures to 
secure tlie public safety and the defence 
of British India and for the more speedy 
trial of certain offences. 

W HEEEAS owing’ to the existing state of war it 
is expedient to provide for special measures to 
secure the public safety and the defence of British 
India and for the more speedy trial of certain offences ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1 , (I) This Act may be called the Defence of short title, 
India (Criminal Law Amendment) Act, 1915. SratLu'?'^ 

{2) It extends to the whole of British India in- 
cluding British Baluchistan, the Sonthal Parganas 
and the district of Angul. 

(S) This section and section 2 shall come into 
operation at once. The Governor General in Council 
may, by notification in the Gazette of India, direct 
that the rest of the Act shall come into operation in 
any province or part thereof on such date as may be 
specified in such notification. 

(4) This Act shall be in force during the conti- 
nuance of the present war and for a period of six 
months thereafter : 

Provided that the expiration of this Act shall not 
affect the validity of anything done in pursuance of 
it and any person convicted under this Act may be 

punished 


\_Pnce annas two and nine piesi] 
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puni^ed as if it had continued in force, and all pro* 
secutions and other legal proceedings pending under 
this Act at the time of the expiration thereof may be 
completed and carried into effect, and the sentences 
carried into execution as if this Act had not expired. 

2. (i) The Governor General in Council may 
make rules for the purpose of securing the public 
safety and the defence of British India and as to the 
powers and duties of public servants and other persons 
in furtherance of that purpose. 

In particular and without prejudice to the gene- 

^ j foregoing power, rules under this section 
may be made — 

(®) to prevent persons ^ communicating with the 
enemy or obtaining information which 
may be used for that purpose ; 

(5) to secure the safety of His Majesty’s forces 
and ships and to prevent the prosecution 
ot any purpose likely to jeopardise the 
success of the operations of His Majesty’s 
rorces or the forces of His Allies or to 
assist the enemy ; 

{c) to prevent the spread of false reports or 
reports likely to cause disaffection or alarm 
Pi’Gjndice His Majesty’s relations 
with Foreign Powers or to promote feel- 
ings of enmity and hatred between differ- 
ent classes of His Majesty’s subjects ; 

to empower any civil or military authority to 
issue such orders and take such measures 
as may be necessary to secure the safety 
o mili^ys, ports, dockyards, telegraphs, 
post offices, works for the supply of gas, 
electric light or water, sources of water- 
suppiy. all means of communication and 
any areas which maybe notified by such 
cmi or military authority, as areas which

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{e) to enable any naval or military authority to 
take possession of any property, moveable 
or immoveable, for naval or military pur- 
poses, and to issue such orders and do such 
acts in respect of any property as may be 
necessary to secure the public safety or the 
defence of British India or any part 
thereof ; 

(/) to empovrer any civil or military authority 
where, in the opinion of such authority, 
there are reasonable grounds for suspect- 
ing that any person has acted, is acting 
or is about to act in a manner prejudicial 
to the pu1)lic safety, to direct that such 
person shall not enter, reside or remain in 
any area specified in writing by such 
authority, or that such person shall reside 
and remain in any area so specified, or 
that he shall conduct himself in such naan- 
ner or abstain from such acts, or take 
such order with any property in his posses- 
sion or under his control, as such autho- 
rity may direct ; 

(y) to prohibit or regulate the possession of 
exjalosives, inflammable substances, arms 
and all other munitions of war ;

(./) to provide for the arrest of persons contra- 
vening or reasonably suspected of contra- 
vening any rule made under this section 
and prescribing the duties of public ser- 
vants and other persons in regard to such 
arrests ; 

{k) to prescribe the duties of public servants 
and other persons as to preventing any 
contravention of rules made under this 
section and to prohibit any attempt to 
screen persons contravening any such rale 
from punishment ; and 

{() otherwise to prevent assistance being given 
to the enemy or the successful prosecution 
of the war being endangered. 

(X^) Piules made under this section may provide 
that any contravention thereof or of any order issued

An Act for repealing Act No. XX of 1860 
entitled “An Act for settling Promissory 
Notes of the Government of India, produc- 
ing an annual income of one lakh of rupees 
and a Mansion House and hereditaments 
called Mazagon Castle, in the Island of 
Bombay, late the property of Sir Jamsetjee 
Jejeebhoy, Baronet, deceased, so as to ac- 
company and support the title and dignity 
of a Baronet, lately conferred on him and 
the heirs male of his body, by Her present 
Majesty Queen Victoria, and for other pur- 
poses connected therewith,” and for re- 
settling the said Promissory Notes, Mansion 
House and hereditaments and for other 
purposes connected therewith. 


W HEE.EAS by Letters Patent of Her late Majesty 
Queen Victoria, by the 'Grace of God of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland Queen, 
Defender of the Faith, dated at "Westminster on or 
about the 6th day of August in the 21st year of Her 
said late Majesty’s reign, and by Warrant under Her 
said late Majesty’s sign-manual. Her said late 
Majesty made known that she, of her special grace, 
certain knowledge and mere motion had erected, 
appointed and created Sir Jamsetjee Jejeebhoy, then

And whereas under the said Act XX of 1860 
power was granted to the said Corporation to invest

Frontier Constabulary Act, 1916 ; appucfttsoa

(g) being a sentry, sleeps upon his post, or quits 

it without being regularly relieved or 
without leave ; or, 

- (h) without authority, leaves his commanding 
officer, or his post or party, to go in search 
of plunder ; or, 

{i) quits his guard, picquet, party or patrol with- 
out being regularly relieved or without 
leave ; or, 

(/) uses criminal force to, or commits an assault 
on, any person bringing provisions or 
other necessaries to camp or quarters, or 
forces a safeguard or, without authority, 
breaks into any house or any other place 
for plunder, or plunders, destroys, or 
damages any property of any kind ; or, 

{k) intentionally causes or spreads a false alarm 
in action or in camp, garrison, or quarters;

{1) displays cowardice in the execution of his 
duty;

{r) being a sentry, sleeps upon his post, or 
quits it without being regularly relieved 
or without leave ; or,

(«) displays cowardice in the execution of his 
duty ;

And at 
such yearly meeting, a report of the proceedings of the 
Council and of tlio University, together with a state- 
ment of the receipts and expenditure and the balance- 
sheet as audited, shall be presented by the Council 
to such meeting, and any vacancies among the 
officers of the University or among the members of 
the Court or Council which ought to be filled up by 
the Court shall be filled up. 

(5) A copy of the statement of receipts and expen- 
diture and of the balance-sheet referred to in clause 
{2) shall be sent to every member of the Court at 
least seven days before the date of the annual meet- 
ing, and shall be open to the inspection of all members 
of the Court and Senate at the office of the Univer- 
sity during the year following such annual meeting, 
at such reasonable hours and under such conditions 
as the Council mav determine. 

(4) Twenty members of the Court shall form a 
quorum. 

(5) Special general meetings of the Court may be 
convened by the Council at any time.

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17. (i) The Council shall consist of the following 
persons, namely : — 

{i) The Vice-Chancellor and the Pro- Vice-Chan- 
cellor for the time being. 

(ii) Not more than thirty elected members, of 
whom five shall be members of the Senate 
elected by the Senate, and the remainder 
members of the Court elected by the 
Court. 

(2) Not less than five of the members to be elected 
by the Court shall be residents of places outside the 
United Provinces of Agra and Oudh. 

(5) il.t the first election of members of the Council 
by the Court, it shall proceed in the first place to 
elect twenty members. The Court shall, as soon as 
the result of the election is declared, proceed to deter- 
mine the province, or provinces or States, from 
among the residents of which the remaining five 
members are to be elected, and assign to each province 
or State the number of member or niembers to be 
elected. 

{4) At each subsequent election, as nearly as may 
be, four-fifths of the vacancies shall be first filled up. 
The remaining one-fifth of the vacancies shall then 
be filled up to secure representation of provinces 
and States, on the same lines mufafis mutandis as 
provided in sub-section (5). 

(5) The elected members of the Council shall 
hold office for the term of three years : 

Provided that, at the first annual meeting of the 
Court, and at the second annual meeting of the Court, 
as nearly as may be, one-third of the first elected 
members shall retire by ballot. 

(d) All casual vacancies among elected members 
may be filled up by the body which elected the 
member whose place has become vacant.

18. (i) The Council shall, subject to the control of 
the Court, have the management and administration 

of 
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of the whole revenue and property of the University 
and the conduct of all administrative affairs of the 
University not otherwise provided for. 

(8) Subject to the Act, the Statutes and any 
Regulations made in pursuance thereof, the Council 
shall, in addition to all other powers vested in it, 
have the following powers, namely : — 

(i) To appoint, from time to time, Principals of 
Colleges and such University Professors, 
Professors, Assistant Professors, Readers, 
Lecturers and other members of the teach- 
ing staff, as may be necessary, on the 
recommendation of the Board of Appoint- 
ments. 

(ii) In the case of other appointments, to dele- 
gate, subject to the general control of the 
Council, the power of appointment to such 
authority or authorities as the Council 
may, from time to time, by Resolution, 
either generally or specially direct. 

{in) To manage and regulate the finances, 
accounts, investments, property, business 
and all other administrative affairs of the 
U niversity and, for that purpose, to appoint 
such agents as it may think fit. 

{iv) To invest any moneys belonging to the 
University, including any unapplied in- 
come in such stocks, funds, shares, or 
securities, as it shall, from time to time, 
think fit, or in the purchase of immove- 
able property in India, with the like 
power of varying such investments from 
time to time. 

(v) To transfer or accept transfers of any move- 

able or immoveable property on behalf of 
the University. 

(vi) To provide the buildings, premises, furniture, 

and apparatus, and other means needed for 
oamyins on the work of the University. 

(vii) To 
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ivii) To enter into, vary, carry out, and cancel 
contracts on behalf of the IT niversity . 

(cm) To entertain, adjudicate upon, and, if 
thought fit, redress any grievances of 
the officers of the University, the Profes- 
sors, the Teaching Staff, the Graduates, 
Undergraduates and the University 
servants, who may, for any reason, feel 
aggrieved, otlierwise than by an act of the 
Court : 

Provided that nothing in this provision shall 
be deemed to confer on the Council any 
poAver to interfere in any matter of discip- 
line in regard to graduates and under- 
graduates. 

(ix) To maintain a register of donors to the 
University. 

{oe) To select a Seal for the University, and 
provide for the custody and use of the 
Seal. 

19. {1) The Senate shall, save as hereinafter provided 
in this Statute, ordinarily consist of not less than fifty 
n: embers, of whom not less than three-fourths shall 
be Hindus, and .shall include the following persons,

and to require, from time to time, reports 
on such research. 

(vii) To maintain a register of graduates.

32. A member of the Court or the Senate may 
be removed from office on conviction by a Court ot 
law of what, in the opinion of the Court or the Senate, 
as the case may be, is a serious offence involving 
moral delinquency : 

Provided that a Resolution for the removal ot 
any such member is approved by not less than two- 
thirds of the members present at the meeting of the 
Court or the Senate, as the case may be, at which 
such a Resolution is proposed : 

And provided further that such a Resolution is 
confirmed by a like majority at a subsequent meeting 
o-f iiiA rinnrt nr Senate, as the case may be. 
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
